Washington, February 7.—August W. 
Machen, the former head of the free 
delivery system of the postoffice depart- 
ment and the foremost figure among the 
officials, politicians and contractors In- 
dicted as a result of the postal investiga- 
tion, and Diller B. Groff and Samuel A. 
Groff, both of this city, convicted in 
connection with the promotion of a let- 
ter ‘box fastener scheme, left Washington 


with a party of eleven other convicts | 
for the Moundsville, W. Va., penitenti- | 


ary shortly after 6 o'clock tonight to 
ferve a sentence of two years’ imprison- 
ment. 

The three prisoners who had surrender- 
ed to the United States marsiva] early 
in the day epent part of the afternoon in 
the jai) here, anf were taken from there 
to the Baitimore and Ohio rallroad de- 
pot in a carriage, accompanied by a 
guard. 

The men were piaced in a special car 
which was attached to the regular night 
train for the avest. All three were hand- 
cuffed. Machen occupied a seat in the 
care alone, while the Groff brothers were 
linked together by their handcuffs, There 
were four guards, one remaining all the 
time at each end of the car. The three 
postal prisoners had a corner of the car 
to themseives. 

Occupying other seats in front of them 
were eleven negro criminals. None of 
Machen’s relatives was at the depot to 
see him off, but a large number of friends 
greeted him, shook his hands and in sev- 
eral cases pledged theif willingness to 
supply hi mmoney if he needed it. A 
letter carrier, not uniformed, grasping 
his hand, said he had the sympathy of 
thousands of carriers. Groups of curious 
spectators were gathered at the depot. 
‘Mr. Machen in an interview with the 
Associated Ppess just before he left 
said: 

“ft have made a good fight and was 
courageous to the last; I am now facing 
the inevitable and will take the conse- 
quences with bravery, fortitude and 
philosophy. I expect to be in Mounds- 
ville for twenty months, reducing the 
two years’ sentence to this time by govud 
pehatior. I have no intention at this 

asking ardon. I wish 
to thank & mends who have stood 
by me and believe in me in this trouble. 
T.am innocent: my friends know that I 
am innocent: and time will show that 
the man who put me here will have to 
answer for what he has done.”

Washington, February 7.—A report is- 
sued by the census bureau today shows 
the quantity of cotton ginned from the 
growth of 1904 to ‘January {6 to be 
12,767,000, counting round as half bales. 
These consist of 12,524,777 square bales, 
289,425 round bales and 98,!1!10 sea island 
bales. 

Counting the amount as running Dales 
the total is 12,912,312. This was ginned 
by the 30,22] ginneries which were 
operated at some time this season prior | 
to January !6. The statistics of the | 
cotton ginned to the corresponding date | 
of 1904 show a tutat of 9,859,277 bales, | 
embracing 9,038,890 square bales and | 
7,407,480 round bales and 72,907 sea 
island bales and 30,17! active ginneries. 

In the canvass this January 824 gin- 
ners have refused returns or failed to re- | 
port and the quantities previously return- | 
ed by them have been brought for- 
ward for this report without any addi-' 
tion. The total quantity of cotton thus. 
wrought forward is 327,243 running bales. : 
A maximum estimafé of the quantity | 
ginned by these establishments between | 
December !13 and January 16 is 32,724 | 
running bales. This estimate of 32,724 
bales is not included in the above totals. | 
In this report no account has been taken | 
of linters obtained by cotton seed oil | 
mills from working cotton seed. 

The final report of the season will be 
issued about March 25. The final report 
will distribute the crop by counties, 
segregate upland and sea island cotton 
and give weights of tales.

February 7.—(Special.)—The 
body @f an unknown organ grinder, 
stretched stark dead on the ground, was 
found on the Georgia road a few miles 
from this city by the crew of a locaf 
freight train early this morning.

cover the peculiar offense with which 


he was charged, D. W. Gill, a citizen of 
Rose Hili, was discharged in the re- 
eorder’s court this morning, and the 
case of “disorderly conluct,” which had 
been entered against Him, was mark- 
ed off. 

An array of Gill's neighbors were pres- 
ent as wtnesses, beng summoned to sup- 
port the allegation that he had tried to 
poison their chickens and had thereby 
endangered their lives. Dr. E. B. Smith 
testified that Gil] bought a box of rat 
poison frim him and asked if it would 
kill fomvis as well as rats. J. C, Baze- 
more testified that he saw him throw- 
ing dough on the ground about his 
premises, although the defendant had no 
chickens of his own. Rev. E. P. Smith, 
a BAptist ministers, and others testi- 


fied that their chickens began dying rap- 
idly, and in all some thirty-five or forty 
chickens, including some fine Plymouth 
Rocks, died, apparently from the same 
cause. An autopsy Trevealed. the fact 
that in a number of cases there was 
dough in their craws. It was alleged 
that this dough Gill was’ scattering 
around his premises, and that he had pol- 
soned -it. 

Gill denied using any pdison at all. 
He admitted getting the box of, rat poi- 
son, but said he didn’t use it. Attorneys 
A. W. Cozart and W. H. McCrory rep- 
resented him. 

Recorder Crawford said that the case 
could not be classified as either disorder- 
ly conduct or malicious mischief, and 
discharged Gill. ‘There is considerable 
feeling in the neighborhood where Gill 
lives over the affair. Rev. E. P. Smifh's 
wife was going to their coop to get a 
chicken to kill for dinner, and the identi- 
cal chicken she meant to kill was dead, 
preslumably from the effects of poison.

Habeas Corpus Proceedings in Favor 
of Plis Law, Held for Crime in 
Thet County, Started the 
Question on Which 
Court Has Passed. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 7.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—The supreme court holds, in an 
Opinion written by Mr. Justice Dowdell, 
and handed down today, that the law 
establishing the county of Houston was 
properly passed by the legislature, and 
that Houston is, therefore, a good county. 
Attack was made in this way: Gus Law 
was held for a crime in the county, and 
his attorneys brought habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings before the circuit court to have 
him released, which were denied. The 
case was then appealed to the supreme 
court on the ground that the notice of 
the law creating ‘Houston county was 
not full enough to satisfy the demands 
of section !06 of the new constitution. 
The supreme court holds that it was. 
After reciting the history of the making 
of the county, it having been authorized 
by the new constitution itself, and per- 
mission also being given that the counties 
from which it was taken, as well as itself, 
might come below the constitutional lim- 
its of 600,000 square miles. Mr. Justice 
Dowdell holds that the. notice was in 
every way sufficient, that it stated the 
cubstance of the law in all essential 
particuMrs, and nothing about the word- 
ing was in any sense misleading. The

American industrial and commercial 
methods are coming in for a good- 
natured categorical criticism from 
metropolitan and provincial German 
newspapers. The delegation of German 
machanics, engineers, scientists, edu- 
cators, merchants and manufacturers 
that visited the St. Louis exposition, 
improved every opportunity for 
studying our national conditions as 
applied to foreign trade, not confin- 
ing their observations to the broad 
field afforded by the big exposition. 
Upon returning to Germany they 
immetiately disseminated their im- 
pressions through newspapers and 
public gatherings, following the Teu- 
tonic instinct for criticism of a di- 
dactic nature. Their adverse comment 
is centered on the over-confidence of 
the American nature and the re- 
markable disparity between our over- 
whelming resources and capacity for 
production and our inadequate facil- 
ities for technical training—a subject 
over which The Constitution has ex: 
patiated on many previous occas- 
ions, Predicating their arguments on 
what they regard as national handi- 
caps, these.German critics are con- 
vinced that the well known thorough- 
ness, patience and preparedness of 
their own people will more than 
neutralize the vast natural advan- 
tages of America and adequately forti- 
fy German pretensions to a world-em- 
bracing commercial supremacy. 
These clever Germans do not dis- 
parage American inventive genius, 
American energy and initiative and 
the striking breadth of the American 
mind, where it comes to grasping stu- 
pendous business problems and devis- 
ing shorts cuts to their solution. Nor 
do they deceive themselves regarding 
our enormous natural resources and 
the undoubted moral advantage with 
which a universal confidence in- 
spires nationa] endeavor. But they in- 
sist, somewhat plausibly, it must be 
admitted, that our dogmatic attitude 
regarding the superiority of every- 
thing American, and our reluctance to 


‘doctors and lawyers, the demand for 
skilled laborers in the trades and oc- 
cupations not recognized as profes- 
si is increasing rapidly with little 
evidence of being satisfied by the lim- 
ited output of the technical schools, 
The weapons of commercial in- 
vasion today are those of specialized 
training and preparedness. We can no 
more expect the unqualified men we 
are sending abroad to compete suc- 
cessfully with the corps of trained 
salesmen for the custom of other 
nations, than we could expect Chinese 
junks to meet modern armor-clad on 
an even footing.

SHACKLING OF MR. DAVIS.

Editor Constitution: Truly the waf is 
over, and I would mot call back bygone 
days, or rekindle any of the bad feeling

Then let us seek the truth, though the 
truth of General Miles’ conduct toward 
that sick, afflicted and fallen ilon 
make the name of Miles execrable 
to all, north, south—everywhere, who 
“*pelieve, if not in magnanimity, 
in humanity, oe <é fallen foe; 
and the fact that his conduct is repu- 
diated by the. people of the nortg Is 
shown by the letter af Captain Jerome 
B. Titlow, company K, Third Pennsy!- 
vania, which was published in your is- 
sue of the 4th instant; and by the con- 
tempt for Miles shown Dy President 
Roosevelt some months ago, in the pres- 
ident’s outer office in the presence of 
a promiscuoug gathering of those there 
in waiting, as stated in the daily papers 
at the time.

Repetition of Recent Severe 
Weather Is Not Expected, 


Atlanta Settled Down to Normal Con- 
ditions and Debris of Recent 
Storm Hapidly oved 
® from Sight—Northwest 

Wind Blowing. 


& cooid norfheasterly wind still held 
Atianta in its chilly grasp yesterday, 
and the lé6cal forecast is for more rain 
and perhaps sleet today. No recurrence 
of the recent storm, however, is ex- 
pected, but the kind of weather prom- 
ised is by no meang the best for the 
making of repairs to telegraph -wires. 

Atlanta yesterday began to. settle 
down to normal conditions, and the 
streets were again filled with trolleys, 
teams and pedestyians. There were all 
kinds of estimates made as to the cost 
of the storm to trade. telegraph com- 
panies, railroads, etc., but it was gener- 
ally acknowledged that there was no 
way of reaching even an approximate 
estimate of all the damage. 

There was nothing interesting about 
the temperatures for yesterday, but 
they were sufficiently high to cause a 
general thaw that made the streets run 
in rivers of ice water and kept an army 
of city employees carrying the snow from 
the center of the city and gathering 
broken branches and fallen trees all tue 
way to the suburbs. 

Doctors stated yesterday that extra 
precautions shou!d be taken at this time, 
as the germs of many diseases which 
follow in the wake of a heavy thaw 
run into the billions in a way that is 
Past all counting.

RAISE GRAIN 


Gives Some Very Good 
Advice. 


Commissioner of 
Stevens in his monthly talk to the fafm- 
ers issued yesterday discusses the cotton 
situation and urges ffie farmers of the 
State to plant grain. 

He says jn part: ‘ 

“The last report issued by the United 
States department of agriculture, 


report, showing the crop of cotton raised 
the year 1904, has naturalty attracted a 
great deal of attention. The crop as 
shown by the reports is so much larger 
than expected that it calls for earnest 
reflection. The low price of cotton since 
last November has very seriously affected 
many of our people financially. So much 
SO, at all of the cotton states through 


'theirX\ organizations aid other sources, 
leonceiVed the idea that it would be best 
to call a meeting the farmers, bankers 
and merchants at New Orleans. I was 
fortunate enough to be at this meeting, 
and suffice it to say that it was one of 
the most representative gatherings I 
have ever attended. Ail the cotton states 
and terfitories producing cotton were 
present with large delegations, and every 
single delegate seemed to be of one opin- 
ion, viz.: that the surplus cotton now on 
hand should be stored and that as far 
as possible it should be kept off the mar- 
ket for the present, and that an organi- 
zation should. be formed for the purpose 
\of inducing every planter to reduce his 
lacreage 25 per cent in eotton and fer- 
tilizers accordingly, so as not to raise 
‘a cotton crop this year to exceed 9,000,- 
000 hales, and in this way take care of 
the surplus cotton now on hand without 
selling it at a sacrifice. 

“There were a great many plans sug- 
gested. but the convention, after discuss- 
ing all of them, finally reached the con- 
clusion that by a united effort the people 
could be induced to hold their cotton 
for the present ‘by keeping out of debt and 
trusting to the southern bankers to tide 
them over until fall. 

“T Rave for several years been urging 
upon our people of Georgia to mise Slen- 
ty of grain an@ forage for both man 
and beast, and to diversify their crops as 
far as possible. keeping plenty of pastur- 
age, growing the various grasses suited 
to their location and climate, and Dby 
that means raising more hogs, mote cat- 
tle, more poultry: tn fact, everything that 
is needed around the home orfarm, and 
then, if we have an overproduction of 
cotton, we would be prepared for it.

I know I had 
been guassing for two or three days on 
the night of my departure from the caip- 
ital of the confedefacy, and had finally 
fixed on a Sunday night. I selected that 
night because I thought there would be 
more quietude; because it was generally 
known even through the north that 
Richmoné was a city of chunch-goers. 
Naturally I selected the early evening 
hours for my attempt to slip through 
the lines, But just about dusk sleet, 
enow and rain began coming down. No 
man on earth could have battled against 
the storm. I knew it was useless to try 
my horse, and he was one of the best 
I ever mounted, for a mile or two would 
have worn any horse to the ground, I 
started out Franklin street, then one of 
the thoroughfares of the city, on foot, 
expecting to work my way through the 
lines of confederate soldiers, but before 
I had gone a haif dozen bdlocks I was 
compelled to take the risk of being 
caught asa spy or give up the job. 
No man could have covered a half dozen 
miles in that storm. But had I gotten 
through the line that night with the in- 
formation I then had in my possession 
the war between the states would have 
ended some titne in the early part of 
1864 if not in 1863, rather tham in 1865.) 
Still, of that I’m not certain. No ome 
can tell what might have been, you 


know.”’
